A property 
owner leased a large portion of his property in order to ensure that his children 
would not grow up here because he was afraid they would get cancer.  The water 
leak was more serious than Joel told you. It was 40 thousand gallons not 20 
thousand gallons that he told you. I was supposed to get a copy of the report and it 
never happened. We are putting in a formal request to receive the reports whenever 
an incident report is filed. The SSAB should ask for reports, including past reports, 
so you can review them and see what the truth is. 
 
Manuta: There was a world of difference in what went on between each building. 
The workers that were not engaged at the site when in operation were not even 
briefed. Now we are getting a third generation of workers sick. 
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Final Comments from the board: 
Question/Comment: Answer: 
Huber: I am for total disclosure for the 
community. Geoffrey thinks we should 
see the report. If there is no reason why 
the report should not be seen then I 
would like to see that happen.  I would 
like to see it also. I know people who 
have been working in the buildings 
recently as contactors and they do 
testing on them and one of the guys I 
know came back with high levels of 
beryllium. Some of the contaminants are 
out there and this person had no idea 
that he would be in contact with 
anything like this. 

 
 

Francis: Dr. Manuta where is your 
information coming from that a third 
generation of people is getting sick? As a 
board member where do we go to get a 
straight answer? David and Geoffrey, 
DOE has its information.. I cannot think 
that DOE would want to put people in 
harm. 

Manuta:. I am under contract now with 
the steel workers and meeting with the 
safety committee periodically, so I am in 
the direct pipeline now to gather 
information on that. 

Snyder: From my own experience from 
working at the plant. If you were going 
into a RAD area, you would get a briefing 
before you went. When working at the 
plant there were briefings. There should 
be a paper trail of this. 

Manuta: Those that had to respond right 
now did not have time to receive 
briefings or get properly dressed before 
going in. 

Roberts: EM SSAB has a defined scope. 
Right or wrong, it is not EM’s scope. Risk 
assessment is and we can ask for reports 
on that. We could find the right spot to 
add risk assessment to the right spot.

On Jan. 22 and 23 employees loaded and shipped four 7,700-pound compressors from the X-326 Process Building to the Nevada National Security Site for disposal. 

This was the first shipment of compressors from the building as part of a sampling analysis effort to support the overall decontamination and decommissioning (D&D) project.  

The compressors were once part of the gaseous diffusion plant cascade, a process gas system built in the 1950s and used to enrich uranium at the Portsmouth site for nearly 60 years.  

Prior to being shipped to a permanent disposal facility, the equipment undergoes visual inspections and Non-destructive Assay (NDA) to comply with transportation regulations and disposal site requirements.

 Overhead bridge cranes have been lifting and lowering components in the process buildings since the 1950s. 

A crane maintenance crew with training and experience has been assigned to the X-326 to ensure the cranes are kept operational. 

The cranes, which were manufactured by the Pacific Coast Engineering Company (Paceco), were installed in the process buildings in 1953 for initial equipment installation and maintenance.

Each bay in the X-326 contains one overhead bridge crane to hoist and lower components from the cell floor to the operating floor. Due to the age of the cranes, many new replacement parts are no longer available. The goal, which was accomplished within eight months, was to have all of the cranes working by the end of the year.

Operator Bud Spriggs (Local 18) runs the skid steer loader placing backfill while Steve Nickell (Local 83) serves as a spotter for safety. Both work through Wise Services and the local building trades. 

Crews from Wise Services have successfully installed more than 800 feet of new double-contained pipe at the X-749B Peter Kiewit landfill. 

The work was done to replace a damaged section of the existing force main that had been leaking inside the secondary containment pipe. 

The Peter Kiewit leachate collection system is gravity-fed, collecting water in a perforated pipe where it free-flows into collection manholes for pumping to the X-622 Groundwater Treatment Facility (GWTF). 

Operations personnel at the GWTF suspected a problem in the system when flow meters registered no flow from the Peter Kiewit system even though the pumps were on at the landfill. 

“The Ohio Environmental Protection Agency (OEPA) and Department of Energy were involved since the beginning. 

To determine the exact location of the leak, a contractor was hired to send a video camera through the pipeline. The camera located a break in the force main beneath the Peter Kiewit landfill. 

Because of the location of the damaged portion of the pipe, repairing the original line would have required an excavation of at least 20-feet deep, within the landfill itself. 

The carrier pipe rests inside a six-inch containment pipe. As each section was laid, the carrier and containment piping were pressure-tested to ensure there were no leaks in the system before each section was backfilled. 

Wise Services used the local building trades, including Construction Laborers Local 83, Operators Local 18, and Pipefitters Local 577, to do the repairs. 

The work was completed safely, under budget, and ahead of schedule. 

NOTE:  The leak was always contained, and at no time was the leak ever a threat to the environment.

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RECOMMENDATION 14-01: Portsmouth (PORTS) Environmental 
Management (EM) Site Specific Advisory Board (SSAB) Continued Support of 
Asset Recovery 
 
BACKGROUND: The PORTS EM SSAB has within numerous past 
recommendations (10-03, 12-01 and 13-01) universally supported recycling and 
asset recovery efforts. Recycling and reuse is the basic element integral to all 
aspects of the former Portsmouth Gaseous Diffusion Plant decontamination and 
decommissioning (D&D) and the PORTS SSAB is committed to these efforts.  
 
Asset recovery avoids associated disposal costs allows footprint reduction within 
respective landfills, and facilitates much needed funding for regional economic 
development efforts through the Asset Recovery Program at Portsmouth.  
 
The PORTS EM SSAB members have worked diligently on various 
subcommittees with complex and challenging issues and subject matters.  
Although these committees have worked independently, it is clear universal 
support exists with regard to asset recovery, and recycling efforts and should not 
just continue, but be expanded. 
  
The PORTS EM SSAB is committed to assisting the U.S. Department of Energy 
(DOE) in the efficient D&D of the former gaseous diffusion plant and to being a 
strong representative of the community.  The board is focused on development 
that has long-term viability to allow the PORTS reservation to not only be an 
economic staple in Southern Ohio, but to emerge as a hub for future development 
and growth.  The PORTS EM SSAB sees the Asset Recovery Program as a 
critical element of this regional effort and we highly encourage DOE to continue 
to fund this program. 
 
Since the establishment of the Asset Recovery Program at PORTS, the program 
has saved more than 5 million pounds of recyclable material from the county 
landfill, reduced tipping fees, transportation costs and has returned $4.2 million 
to the D&D process and the community reuse organization (Southern Ohio 
Diversification [SODI]).  Through the grants awarded by SODI, these monies 
have had a multiplier effect that otherwise would not have been possible.  The 
PORTS EM SSAB can’t underestimate the value of seed dollars as shown in the 
provided examples in Ross, Pike, Scioto and Jackson counties and funding freed 
up to facilitate the  Ohio Valley Regional Development Commission (OVRDC) 
building project here in Pike County.  No other program office on-site supports 
not only itself, but adds value to the community like the Asset Recovery 
Program.  The Asset Recovery Program is the initial realization of the spirit of 
several of the PORTS EM SSAB recommendations and we believe that through 
continued support and expansion, more cost savings and community benefits can 
be realized.   
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RECOMMENDATION:  
The PORTS EM SSAB recommends DOE provide continued support and funding for the 
Portsmouth Asset Recovery Program.   Additionally, the PORTS EM SSAB recommends 
DOE aggressively pursue the expansion of the Asset Recovery Program as a way to 
mitigate waste and prioritize clean, cost-efficient site-wide cleanup.
